Fire Chief James Heosley 


City Mourns Death 
Of Fire Chief Heasley 

James C. Heasley, fire chief, policeman and respected 
citizen of Sierra Madre since 1920, died in his home at 536 
Oakdale Dr. Monday following an apparent heart attack. 
He would have been 67 years old Aug. 29. 

Possibly Sierra Madre’s best-known resident, Mr. 
Heasley reported for duty at 


the Police Department Mon¬ 
day morning, but became ill 
and had to go homo. Ho ap¬ 
parently died shortly after 
12 noon. 

WHEN INFORMED of Mr. 

Heasley’s death. City Admin¬ 
istrator Lawrence C. Beving- 
ton ordered the flag on City 
Hall flown at half mast until 
after funeral services today. 

In addition, all merchants 
will close their doors today 
from 11 a.m. to 12 noon in 
memory of the fire chief. 
This is one of only a few 
times in Sierra Madre’s his¬ 
tory that a resident has been 
so honored. 

Mr. Heasley moved to Si¬ 
erra Madre in 1920 from 
Tarentum, Pa., an industrial 
town near Pittsburgh. He 
joined the Police Force here 
in December, 1930, and in 
1943 became chief of the Vol¬ 
unteer Fire Department. 

As fire chief, Mr. Heasley’s 
main concern was in “keep¬ 
ing the fires out” and he and 
the department have obtain¬ 
ed an enviable record in fire 
prevention work. 

His column, “Fire Flames,” 
which appeared for many 
years in The Sierra Madre 
News (see Page 2, Section 2), 
was often humorous in na¬ 
ture, but always stressed the 
necessity of citizen coopera¬ 
tion in keeping the city’s loss 
at a minimum. 

AS A POLICEMAN Mr. 


Heasley was known and re¬ 
spected for his understanding 
of human frailties. He made 
arrests only when absolutely 
necessary. 

One of his requests before 
he died was that flowers bo 
omitted from funeral serv¬ 
ices. Instead, he asked that 
donations be made to the 
Little League in care of As¬ 
sistant Fire Chief Charles 
Brown. 

The Fire Department is 
planning to establish a mem¬ 
orial to Mr. Heasley, center¬ 
ed around the Little League,^ 
in Sierra Vista Park. 

Private funeral services, 
another requesh of M r. 
Heasley, will be held at 11 
a.m. today (Thursday) in 
Ripple Mortuary Chapel, 
with the Rev. Orian G. Bur- 
lison of the Church of the 
Nazarene in charge of ar¬ 
rangements. Committal will 
be in Pasadena Mausoleum. 

MR. HEASLEY was a 

member of the Elks Club, 
Monrovia Lodge 1427, and 
formerly was secretary of 
the local Kiwanis Club. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Myrtle, a school teacher 
here; three sons, James C., 
.Sierra Madre, Kendall E., 
Bakersfield, and Waldo L. 
Heasley, San Diego; a broth¬ 
er and sister, Harry Heasley 
and Mrs. Doris Snyder, both 
of Tarentum; four grand¬ 
children, and three great 
grandchildren.

He made another suggestion, however, which 
probably will give tax-conscious Sierra Madreans the 
shudders. And people who don’t like television — 
there are some — would have cause to grind their 
teeth in rage. 

Mr. Carpenter pointed out that in several areas, 
translator stations are supported by tax districts. In 
other words, people in these areas pay for television 
whether they like it or not.

When I learned of this 
through devious channels 
(not the free press) I wrote 
him in support and deep 
gratitude, public recognition 
of my letter being furthest 
from my mind. 

The fact that he felt 
moved to read it into the rec¬ 
ord, however, serves to illus¬ 
trate, I think, that it does 
help for us to use our demo¬ 
cratic right to make our¬ 
selves heard to our represen¬

I am becoming more and

“Gen. Willoughby proves 
without any doubt that Com¬ 
munists have designs on In¬ 
donesia and that Commu¬ 
nists exist in Indonesia and 


have influence there. This 
astonishing discovery equals 
in news value and impor¬ 
tance the truth that Commu¬ 
nists have designs on the 
United States, that Comniu- 
■ nists exist here and have in¬ 
fluence here. 

“Sometimes, Indeed, when 
I reflect on my now nearly 
30 years of intensive effort 
to understand communism 
and its unique methods of 
operation, I am almost per¬ 
suaded that it has built as 
one of the most effective en¬ 
gines the Hou.so Committee 
on Un-American Activities, 
with which I have spent .so 
many futile hours of efforts 
and vain hope that it would 
learn its business.” 


WALDROP CONTINUES: 

“What oxcu.se, in God's 
name, has any committee of 
Congress for .spending the 
taxpayers’ money on such 
indefensible drivel as tliis 
compound of Willoughby’s? 
By what test can the com¬ 
mittee justify issuing this 
‘staff consultation’ as if it 
were a thing of value and 
discovery?” 

Waldrop discus.ses some of 
his own personal knowledge 
of the situation in Indone.sia 
and then goes on to say: 

“If we want them to fail

Reuther Mainly a Politician^ Says Hiestand

HERB BREAD 

1/2 lb. butter or margarine 

2 tbs. chopped green 
onion tops 

1 tsp. sweet basil, dried 

2 tbs. chopped parsley 

2 tbs. chopped celery 
leaves 

2 tbs. lemon juice 

Allow the herbs to mari¬ 
nate in the lemon juice for 
about 30 minutes and then 
blend in soft butter until 
lemon juice is absorbed. Set 
aside for a while to cure. 
(Preferably over night). Cut 
bread in %-inch slices and 
spread with herb butter. Re¬ 
assemble loaf and wrap in 
foil. Bake in a SSOT. oven 
for 25 minutes. Serve hot. Dry 
herbs may be substituted for 
all the fresh herbs indicated 
and butter will keep indefi¬ 
nitely. 

MUSTARD BREAD 

1/4 cup butter or margarine 

2 tbs. chopped parsley 

1/2 cup chopped green

2 tsp. French mustard

THE BASIC recipe for herb 
butter consists of 1 tsp. lem¬ 
on juice and 1 tbs. freshly 
minced herbs or V 2 tsp. dried 
herbs or powder for 14 cup 
sweet butter, and salt to 
taste. 1 don’t use the sweet 
butter myself allhougli I 
know it brings out the fla¬ 
vor of delicate herbs more 
than the salted variety. How¬ 
ever, unless your taste buds 
are extremely delicate. I’m 
sure that you will notice lit¬ 
tle difference. 

May I offer a few sugges¬ 
tions for simple preparation 
using the basic ingredients? 
Substitute 2 tsp. chopped ca¬ 
pers instead of the herbs, as 
a complement to chicken or 
fish salads; 114 tbs. of chili 
sauce instead of herbs gives 
a piquant flavor. ’Fo zing up 
a bland meal, add 14 to % 
tsp. curry powder Instead of 
herbs to your basic recipe. 
Dill butter is made with 1 
tbs. of fresh dill minced and 
added to basic recipe.
